• INAUGURATION OF Dr. Thomas H. Carroll as the Univer- 
sity’s 13th president wUl be held Wednesday, May 3, at 10 am 
In the University yard. 

During the inauguration, the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Laws will be conferred on President John F. Kennedy. 
Chairman of the University 
Board of Trustees, Newell W. 

Ellison, will present President 
Kennedy for the degree and 
President Carroll will confer 
the degree. 

Chairman Ellison will conduct 
installation ot the President of the 
University and presentation of the 
symbols of office. 

Greetings will be delivered by 
Dr. Clark Kerr, president of the 
University of California where 
President Carroll received his un- 
dergraduate degree; by Dr. Mc- 
George Bundy, special assistant to 
the President of the United States 
and former dean of the faculties 
of arts and science at Harvard 
where President Carroll received 
his master’s degree and doctorate; 
and by Dr. Logan Wilson, chan- 
cellor of the University of Texas 
and president of the American 
Council on, Education. President 
Carroll will deliver a brief Inaug- 
ural address. 

Delegates from 600 colleges and 
universities, including 59 college 
presidents, and delegates from 60 
learned societies will march in the 
academic proceeslon. Mrs. Kenne- 
dy wUl also attend. In the event 
of rain, the inauguration will be 
held at the same time in Constitu- 
tion Hall. 

Following the inauguration an 
inaugural luncheon will be held at 
the Mayflower Hotel. Presiding 
will be Dr. Elmer L. Kayser, pro- 
fessor of European history and 
senior professor at the University.

• THE STUDENT COUNCIL 
Election committee ruled on eligi- 
bility of four challenged candi- 
dates and disqualified one of them 
In a special meeting Friday after- 
noon. 

Candidates whose petitions were 
questioned were: Carlyn Sund- 
berg, candidate for Columbian Col- 
lege representative; Martin Gera- 
ten, candidate for comptroller; 
Don Ardell, candidate for fresh- 
man director; and Stover Bab- 
cock, candidate for president. 

Miss Sundberg was disqualified 
and Messrs. Gersten, Ardell and 
Babcock were declared eligible. 
Babcock ruled himself out of the 
presidential race, however, and 
declared himself in the race for 
comptroller.' (He had banded In 
petitions for both posts.) 

But the committee was called 
Into special session again Sunday 
to reconsider Mr. Babcock's can- 
didacy in the presidential battle. 
This meeting was called after Mr. 
Babcock notified Student Council 
President and Committee co-chair- 
man Dave Aaronson, earlier In 
the day, that he had reconsidered 
the committee's acceptance of his 
presidential petition and had de- 
cided to remain in that race. This 
decision, he said, would exclude 
him from the comptroller battle 
(maybe). 

The committee voted unani- 
mously that Babcock— by officially 
declaring himself out of the presi- 
dential race Friday— could not re- 
consider his candidacy In that 
race, at that late date. 

The committee then notified 
Babcock of the decision and told

Government provision stating 
"Representatives of school or col- 
lege divisions must be members of 
the school or college which they 
represent at the time of election." 

Marty Gerstein did not fully 
meet the qualification that 'The 
Student Council comptroller shall 
have completed at least one year's 
study in the principles of account- 
ing." He Is now finishing his sec- 
ond semester of accounting. The 
Committee ruled since tyie rule did 
-not set a definite completion date 
and since Mr. Gerstein will have 
his work finished by the time he 
takes office, he Is eligible to run. 

Don Ardell has not completed 
three semesters at the University. 
However, he will have finished 
them by the time he takes office 
at the end of the semester, and 
thus was ruled eligible. 

Stover Babcock has not com- 
pleted the five semesters neces- 
sary for presidential candidacy; 
he also has only 55 semester hours 
instead of the required 60, When 
he takes office he will have fin- 
ished the requirements, so the

• TWENTY UNIVERSITY STUDENTS have been elected to Phi Beta Kappa by faculty mem- 
bers of the Alpha chapter of the District of Columbia.

• STUDENTS WERE supposed to 
vote this week for 16 Student 
Council officers, but they will be 
able to vote for only seven. The 
reason for this sad state of affairs, 
quite simply, la that nine officers, 
including the president, have been 
elected without opposition. 

It would be hard to pin the 
blame for this poor turnout of pe- 
titioners on any one group on 
campus. Rather, It seems that this 
"win by default" condition Is a 
product of a number of considera- 


For fraternities and sororities are 
organized and can be molded Into 
effective campaign organizations — 
if and when they decide that one 
of their numjjer is qualified to run 
for a particular office. ' 

Then, if Greek organizations be- 
come too powerful in student poli- 
tics, the one or two party system 
can come Into play— to organize 
and back the campaigns o I 
break-sway Greek elements and 
Interested Independents. 

Even though these factors are 
recognized by a few political 
novices on campus, these few 
leaders have not sought a proper 
balance. Instead, fraternities, this 
year, have gone ahead, as always, 
and backed their own members 
for office and have formed coali- 
tions with other Greek ^oups. 
But the two organizations— the 
CCP and the SBG— which could 
have fought against these coali- 
tions have not done so. Instead, 
they have done more to create 
apathy, by Insuring “no contest" 
victories for many of next year’s 
council members. , 

Fall Te Bee / 

Thus, It la not with the frater- 
nities that we wish to take issue 
or with Independents. Instead, we 
fail to see how two groups of indi- 
viduals— the SBG and CCP— could 
let down the students they pur- 
port to represent. 

The CCP quite possibly deserved 
. to die. It was repudiated In one 
major race last year because It 
was felt that Its convention was 
rigged and that it had made Greek 
coalitions open and above board. 
But Instead of sticking to their 
conviction that there was nothing 
wrong with this, the CCP went 
out of existence In name — but not 
In character. 

For many of the same Greek 
groups— give or taka two or three 
—have formed new coalitions this 
year and have come up with a 
unified slate of candidates. 

SBG Response 

And what was the SBG'a re- 
sponse to this development T It 
was, as stated earlier, to step out 
of the race of personages and Into 
a battle of platform. Any SBG 
member, could run for any office 
Just so long as he accepted the 
party platform. But this decision, 
of itself, caused a breaking away 
and splintering of a potentially 
good and effective campaign or- 
ganization. - 

We hope that next year will 
not aee a repeat performance of 
these bad mistakes.

The first and most obvious 
cause, most certainly, must be an 
Indecision by student leaders and 
followers over whether student 
politics, on this campus, will be 
partisan politics. And It seems to 
us that, on this score, nobody real- 
ly understands what a political 
party Is supposed to he. 

Technically, we should have two 
of them— the Colonial Campus 
party and the Students for Better 
Government. But the first one Is 
now dead— licked at the polls last 
year In the presidential race and 
again last fall in the special mem- 
ber-at-large election. Nobody even 
bothered to organize It again this 
spring. 

The second political party— the 
SBG — still calls Itself a party. But 
it decided not to run a slate of 
candidates this year. The reason 
that was given for this strange 
maneuver was that the SBG fa- 
vored a two-party system on cam- 
pus. And its members said, if two 
parties couldn’t be represented in 
the race, then no party should ba 
tested for Its qualifications at the 
polls. 

Obvious Apathy 

But taking the party system to 
task doesn’t solve the question en- 
tirely. Other considerations may 
have a bearing on the poor turnout 
of petitioners. The first of these, 
and by all odds the meet abvious, 
is student apathy. 

For Independents here, It seems, 
would rather be dubbed Independ- 
ent of everything— not Just the 
fraternities. And the fraternities 
seem to be lacking in Individual
